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ABSTRACT 

The dictionary for the Northern-Central variety of 
Thai is designed as a reference for use by Peace Corps volunteers 
assigned to northern Thailand, An introductory section gives an 
overview of the dictionary’s content and design and of the use of the 
Central Thai alphabet (the old Northern alphabet is rarely used). 

Most of the words included are functional vocabulary. Each entry 
includes the Thai word, an English translation, and the usage 
illustrated in a sample sentence written in Central Thai script.

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INTRODUCTION 



This Northern Thai dictionary is a revised edition of the ’Central - Northern Thai Dictionary*’ developed 
m 1981. The revision was based on the feedback we received from the Peace Corps volunteers who used the 
first edition 

Both format and content of the first edition have been changed: for one thing, the script is larger. An 
English column has been added and each entry starts with Northern Thai instead of Central Thai. So. on each 
page, there are four columns the Northern Thai word, the Central Thai equivalent, the English equivalent, 
and sample usages 

In the first edition, the words were based almost entirely on words from the Silent Way charts. In the revised 
edition, those Northern Thai words which have the same sounds an: meaning as Central Thai words have 
not been included In addition some nouns and other high frequency words have been added. The most 

common words are marked with two astensks Many of these words carry meaning in a sentence, such as 

'‘who ", “why” and “or”. The next most commonly used group of words are marked with one asterisk 

Those words may be sufficient for many PCV‘s working and living in situations where people speak mainly 
Central Thai. Those words without an asterisk include many nouns, verbs, adjectives and adverbs used for 
specific ideas, such as the words for “market”, “sour”, etc. The last grouping of words are less - used and 
printed in the example sentences without any translation You may ask your friends or tutor to help explain 
these words to you. 

These new words came from several different sources. One source was an article called. “An Introduction 
to the Study of Spoken Northern Thai”, by Hope Purnell and Sukantha. It explains the similarities and dif- 
ferences between Central and Northern Thai, usage in different social situations, and methods and resources 
for learning Northern Thai. Other words are from the Peace Corps’ Basic Reading Preview. The writers also 
used their own judgement as to additional high frequency words used in everyday conversation 

The writers were aware that there are variations from province to province. It is the purpose of this edition 
to cover some of these variations so that this dictionary will be more applicable to users in different provinces 
However, it is recommended that you study this dictionary with a friend or tutor especially on how a certain 
word is used in different sentences with different meanings, along with its pronunciation. 



Since the old Northern alphabet is rarely used now. the Central Thai alphabet and tone rules have been 
used to represent Northern Thai sounds. Tone markers are used in some words for which there is no precedent 
X: Central Thai in order to represent the tones in this dialect. For example: oVi (to represent high-high tones) 
anc tto represent rising-rising tones).
